¢ Rate offers submitted for the identified Alaska Rate Groups MUST be submitted as
highway miles only; and

¢ Rates submitted for Truckload shipments MUST be submitted as a cents per mile
with a minimum charge per vehicle used.

In accordance with the RFO, all rate offers for the identified Intra-Alaska areas must be
submitted electronically. If your firm does not have the capability of filing electronic rate
offers with GSA, you may utilize the option of having a Rate Filing Service Provider
(RFSP) compose and electronically submit these rate offers for your firm.
